-eight hundred and sixty-three, except as is otherwise 
provided in this act. 

School board. 	SECTION 2. The school boards of said joint districts 
numbers one and two, together with the mayor or act-
ing mayor of the city of Beloit, shall constitute the 
high school board of said union high school district, and 
the said mayor or acting mayor shall be the chairman 
of said board ; and a majority of said board shall con-

The clerk of said board shall be- the 
clerk of all school meetings of said district, and shall 
keep a record of the proceedings of such meetings.
